DEMONSTRATION 
IN EGG GRADING 
AT SWIFT PLANT 


Representative of the State 
Marketing Bureau 
Was In Charge. 


E. R. Maxwell, field man for the 
Missouri 
state 
marketing 
bureau, 
spent Friday and Saturday in Seda- 
lia, visiting the Swift and Co. plant, 
grading methods, and explaining to 
buyers and 
producers 
the 
losses 
from present methods of 
handling 
eggs. 
Mr. Maxwell stated that he had re­ 
ceived 
splendid 
cooperation 
from 
Manager George H. Trader, and his 
assistants, at the local plant, but that 
he had not been able to see and talk 
with as many egg buyers and produc­ 
ers as he should like to have. 
Mr. Maxwell is taking part in the 
state wide standardization campaign, 
the first of its kind ever presented to 
the American farmer. He is advocat­ 
ing that 
buyers 
should 
pay 
two 
prices, one for a good quality, and 
one for the poorer quality. He urged 
his hearers to cull 
their chickens, 
get rid of the scrub stock and In this 
elimate the small and Inferior eggs, 
and thus secyje a higher price for 
the better quality. 
Mr. Maxwell stated that it is esti­ 
mated that $5,000,000 worth of eggs 
are anually lost in Missouri because 
of the careless and improper meth­ 


ods of handling the product. 
Better 
eggs from the farm, better eggs from 
the country exchange merchant, or 
dealer, will result in the putting of 
better eggs on the market. 
He urg­ 
ed the producers to gather the eggs 
often, to keep them in a cool place, 
and not to wash them as it is injur­ 
ious to the keeping qualities. 
The Missouri egg grades, as given 
by Mr. Maxwell are as follows; 
Extra grade: Weight 24 ounces per 
dozen or over. Shell, 
strong free 
from stain. 
Air space very 
small, 
not over 3-8 inch measured from top 
of shell 
to 
the 
membrane. Yolk, 
slightly visible, 
slow 
moving, no 
germ growth. White, firm and clear. 
Color, must be white or brown. 
No. 1 grade: Weight under 24 oun­ 
ces to 22 ounces per dozen.

Yolk, visible, 
free moving. 
May have slight germ 
growth. 
White reasonably firm and 
clear. Color, may be white or brown. 
No. 2 grade: Shell, sound, clean. 
Air space may be fairly large. Yolk, 
movable may be heavy, show heat or 
germ growth, but no blood. White, 
may be thin and watery. 
Dirties: Shell, sound, soiled, stain­ 
ed or covered with foreign material.

MOST SCHOOLS TO 
BE OPENED MONDAY 


By Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept 1.—The 
old swimming hole is already aban­ 
doned, and, throughout the state boys 
and girls, young men and young wo­ 
men are strapping up their books for 
the return to school. These, It is es­ 
timated in the office of the state su­ 
perintendent of schools, will number 
approximately 725,000, though exact 
figures on emollment are not avail­ 
able. 
Most of the schools in the 
state will open Monday, though some 
in the southern cotton region are 
just beginning a recess, which, in 
some places will extend over a per­ 
iod of six weeks. 
During that time 
students will aid In gathering the 
crcp. It is anticipated that the high 
school enrollment will be about 75,- 
000. Provision by the state for pub­ 
lic education this year, if It may be 
judged by last 
year’s 
expenditure, 
will be somewhere near $35,168,763. 
The corps of teachers will receive a 
small advance 
in salary this year, 
though in some counties the increase 
is shown to be as much as 10 per 
cent. The avtrage, however, though 
it has not been estimated with pre­ 
cision, will be much less. Therefore 
teachers this year will receive little 
more than the average, $91, of last 
year. 
The average Increase in sal­ 
aries last year was 25 per cent The 
average number of school days in the 
year for all the Missouri schools will 
be about 163 if ^conditions existing 
last year do not change.

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—The fact that 
you do not live on the East Coast of 
Amca, Australia or on islands In the 
Southern Pacific ocean relieves you 
of the unpleasantness of a dark day 
on September 21. 
On that date, according to Prof 
Edwin B. Frost of the University of 
Chicago, and director of the Yerkes 
Observatory, a total solar eclipse will 
occur over that region. 
The moon, coming between the 
earth and the su , will cast a shadow 
which will sweep over the southern 
sea from a point off the eastern coast 
of Africa near the equator, cross a 
few scattered islands and the conti­ 
nent of AuLtralia and then out to the 
Southern Pac'fic ocear, he said.

about 115 miles wide.

Professor Frost declared this to be 
an unusually long eclipse.

If we could steadily bear in mind when­ 
ever we 
enter upon 
a new undertaking 
that it is results 
alone 
that 
count, 
the 
chances are that we would redouble our 
efforts. 
It is almost the 
invariable rule 
that we expend our greatest energy and 
greatest enthusiasm during 
the 
opening 
stages of our new duties, and when we 
do not obtain results that we think propor­ 
tionate to our efforts we become discour­ 
aged and by degrees lose much of our zeal 
and interest. 
We sometimes try to fool 
ourselves into believing that we could do 
this, that or the other thing if we wished to, 
but for some reason 
we 
delay 
making 
such an attempt and become less able to 
make a success when we do try. If we re­ 
alize that only good results count in this 
world and are in the least ambitious we 
cannot afford to let ourselves become dis­ 
couraged over poor results. 
Indeed, we

He will not waste time in trying to 
explain away what is only too perceptible 
to others. Explanations and excuses count 
for very little; in fact they are stumbling 
blocks set deliberately in our path, and it 
is up to us to find the way around or over 
them or to dispose of them finally one way 
or the other.

sults when we start out, just as all inexper­ 
ienced persons always do. 
It is the vain 
boast of the youth that the world is waiting

A few first hand encoun­ 
ters, however, 
sometimes 
make him see 
things in a somewhat different light and 
occasionally 
put 
some 
sound 
common 
sense into his head. 
The majority of per­ 
sons, however, rarely learn their lessons in 
the early stages of their careers, and they 
are well on toward the maturer years be­ 
fore they begin to understand how difficult 
it is to bring about the results they had 
thought so easy. 
Still it is necessary to get results before 
we can make one step forward.

2 —Hsuan Tung, 
w'hose adbdkation 
as 
emperor in 
1912 ended the Manchu dynasty, is 
described by the Chinese press as 
becoming 
tired 
of 
his 
isolation. 
Hsuan is in his seventeenth year. He 
lives in a palace within the Forbid­ 
den City and, although he must often 
hear the noises from the busy streets 
just outside of his wall, he Is virtual­ 
ly a prisoner, having only twice, it 
is said, seen the sights of the Chinese 
capital. Under the terms of his abdi­ 
cation Hsuan was given unusual priv­ 
ileges by the Chinese republic. 
He was permitted to maintain a 
court with all Its royal appurtenan­ 
ces including about 
2,000 servants. 
The republic agreed to pay him $4,- 
000,000 Mex. annually for expenses 
as a condition of his abdication. The 
financial plight of the republic made 
these payments impossible with the 
result that in the last ten years the 
“Boy Emperor,” as he is still called, 
has 
received 
only 
$600,000. 
His 
pleas for the remittance of $39,400,- 
000 still due as “Imperial household 
expenses” have gono unanswered. 
This is said to have increased his 
desire to change his mode of living. 
Hsuan’8 English and American tu­ 
tors describe him as a diligent stu­ 
dent. 
He has a keen desire to Bee 
something of the world. One of his 
diversions is to write on a typewriter 
of American make. 
In June 1917, an attempt was made 
to restore the monarchy in China. 
Hsuan sat on the dragon throne for 
just one week. 
That episode 
is 
thought to have ended forever the 
chance of restoring the monarchy in 
China.
